The United States now recognizes
no government In Russla, but the
President cabled his message to the
American consul at Moscow, for da-
livery to the congress, which Is made
up of soldiers’ and workmen's repre-
sentatives and speaks for a conside -
able part of the Russian people, The
message, made public tonight by the
state department, was as follows:

“May 1 not take advantage of the
meeting of the congress of the soviets
to express the sincere sympathy which
the people of the United Statea fevl
for the Russian people at this mo-
ment when the German power has
been thrust in to interrupt and tarn
back the whole strugele for freedom
and substitute the widhes of Germany
for the purpose of the people of Rus-
sin?  Although the government of the
United States [s, unhappily, not now
in a position to render the direct and
effective aid it would wish to render,
I beg to assure the people of Russii,
through the congress, that it will
avidl ftself of every opportunity to ses
cure for Russin once more complets
sovereignty and independence In her
own affalrs and full restoration to her
great role in the life of Europe and
the modern world. The whole henvt
of the people of the United States Is
with the people of Russia in the at-
tempt to free themselves forever from
anutocratic government and becone
the masters of their own life.
